MORE TROUBLE AHEAD. ' 
Mr. Perceval Landon’s three. 
articles, “To-dayin China," ‘(re- 
printed in the “China Mail”) Jeave. 
the reader ‘under no. illusions ‘to 
the present’ unhappy condition of 
the “Flowery Land,. writes the 
London “Daily Telegraph” in a 
leading article. They confirm the 
prognostications: which he made 
| when! acting as our Special Corres- 
pondent in the Far Eagt, and they 
amount to this—that the political 
situation ‘pf the country is as 
rotten as it jell can be, compatible | 
‘with the maintenance of the 
appearance of sn ordered form of 
government: That is the way in 
China. Just as in the last days of 
the Roman Empire’ the Constitu- 
tion ‘held ‘together, and no more, 
so is ‘it. to-day with the Republic’ 
of China, which in 1911 took, with- 
out filling, the place of a regime 


. ,Which had ‘gone on for forty cen- 


turies, The forms of modernity, 
of democracy, of Republicanism 
are there; of ‘the reality there is 
nothing. _ The Chinese Parliament 
has recently elected a new. Presi- 
dent, Tsay Kun." Mr. . Landon 
warns us to expect trouble. from 
him, since he is “powerful only: in 
the field of intrigue.” If he stands 
for anything particular atvall, it 
is for a sharp anti-foreign senti- 
ment.: His only chance of exerting 
influence in China lies through the 
foreign Legations; nevertheless he 
is anti-foreign, That, too, ‘is 
‘typically Chinese, At any moment 
one of the powerful Tuchuns, or 
military governors, who rule their 
provinces like autocratic despots, 
a law to, themselves, may topple 
Tsau Kun out of the Presidency, 
in which case he would fly, appeal- 
ing for protection, to the Lega- 
tions, But that does not prevent. 
him from trying to arouse Chinese 
(national séntiment_as an anti- 
foreigner. The Presidential writ 
does not run outside Peking, and 
only runs ‘in Peking itself when. it 
does not go contrary. to that of the 
powerful Wu Pei-fu.

They are 
not interested in the Constitution 
of China; they. care nothing. for 
politics; they. are only to be roused 
by anti-foreign agitation, resem- 
bling closely in this respect the 
Indian ryots. Anti-foreign feeling 
is easily excited, as was shown by 
the last vigorous boycott of 
Japanese’ goods in ‘1919, and 
twenty years back by the mysteri- 
ous Boxer risings. How, then, is 
China to -be saved, especially as 
‘Landon reminds us. that 
“Perseus will get no thanks. from 
Andromeda”? Jt’ seems evident 
that ‘the, regeneration of China 
need not be looked for from. those.
